Tho preseat State  Norual school  was
founded In 18 7, soon after the admiasion of
the state into the Union. By the act of Juns
dOth, 1867, the normal sehool wan located ot
Peru, upon condition that mixty neres of land,
with the buildings then occuvied na the Peru
winihnry, would be dooated to the state,
Twinty sections (12,500 aores) of land were
sut apart ne an endowment, with authority to
{ |appropreiata waline lands if needadd, Three
thoussnd dollars were  also appropriated to
complete the buil ings. On Febroary 1st,
1800, an additioual approprintion of 10,000
wak mnde by the legislhturs for rapairiog,

NENATE,
Wasnsaron, Februnry 9, —Van Wyok re-
celved the unanimous consent for ths con-
sideration of the housa bill, tb prevent the
unlawinl enclosure of the public lands, Litter
known aa the fencing bill, The awendments

of tha senate committes were eoncurred inand
the bill went over, and the untivished busi-
nedn was lald before the senate being the
anti silver coinage bill,

The hill was passed imereaxing the appro-
pristions for the pubiic buildings st Quicey,
11la,, to $200,000, Peorin, Llls., to 245000,

Beck snpported  those  provisions  of
his bills ealling for the redemption ot the teade
dollar, bhut strong oppesed the suspension of
colnage of tha ntu.!.u‘n d dollar, The proposi-
tion to suspend silver coinage had no neces-
sary or propsr conneciion with the trude dol-
lar Lill. 1t our own fiseal agonts had c¢on-
spired to defy the laws of the 'nited States
and prevent the proposition to suspend silver
colonge, which would La the result of such
consuiracy, wo woltld soon hinve a now admin-
jstration, If it should prove as bad as the
presont something would to be donoe,

The pension approprintion bill was then
taleen up, a loog discussion ensioed regording
the interpretation of the sanate rule, forbia-
ding tha proposing of & general leg'slation on
the appropristion bills.  Ingalls wanted the
